The Court holds admitting 
only one prisoner and the witness in his case. 
The number of prisoners charged with the 
crime of bridge bursing is thirty. They were 
sll brought out in front of the Court House 
for identification, and again returned to the 


trial, and if found guilty will be shot, so soon 
as the finding of the Court is approved at 
beadquarters. No attorneys are engaged on 
either side, to mystify the case, but the ficts 
will be carefully elicited. 

Most of the prisoners are farmers, as we 
learned from a personal yisit to them to-day. 
Many of them are reputed wealthy, several 
claim to be Price’s men, though all deny the 
charge against them. All are dressed in their 
every-day suits, twenty six wearing the but- 
ternut colored jeans of the country, one blue 
jean, two hard times, and%ne, a sort of dandy, 
has op a light stxff. From my experience 
here in Missouri, I have fermed a dislike to 
the butternut color as being synonymous with 
treason, and shall hereafter hold it ia no high 
esteem. 

From conversation with the prisoners we 
learned, first, that there was no bridges to 
burn. Second, that they did not burn them, 
but that it was done by the other men. 
Third, that if they did burn them it was by 
order of Gen. Price, their superior officer and 
country’s savior, and asa nillitary necessity ; 
all of which they propose to make apparent 
if they are allowed a fair trial. Fourth, that 
they are prisoners of war,and if they are shot, It 
wili at Once raise the black flags andtheir blood 
will rise up as the blood of martyrs and drive 
out the whole Black Republican race of Yan-

The opening of the telegraphic communica- 
tion between the Pacific and Atlantic States 
has brought the Eastern and Western portions 
of the continent into such neighborly contig- 
uily that they can every day tell each other of 
passing Vvents ; consequently, a letier, which 
must go bythe slow coach” of the overland 
mail, capnot be the vebicle of important 
news, but only interesting so far as it may 
contain matters in detail, and current gossip, 
too unimportant to travel on the wings of 
ihe telegraph at the rate of forty ceuts a word. 
The completion of the overland telegraph, 
connecting the extremes of this mighty nation, 
is an event of such vast importance, both 
commcrcially and politically, that in ordinary 
times it would have been a cause of joyous 
celebration throughougs half the world; but 
now the public mind 80 engrossed by the 
terrible scenes which are daily enacted upon 
the theatre of civil strife, that the completion 
of a work of euch importance produces no 
excitement or enthusiasm at either end of the 
ryute. The pen is new too busy in recording 
the achievements of arms to note the triamphs 
of peaceful life.

Tnlon, as it existed prior to the rebcliion, re- 
maine intact; that the local laws, usages and 
institutions of the seceded States, are to be 
sedulously respected, unless necessity’ in 
wilitery operations should otherwise demand. 
There is not, however, the most distant inti- 
mation of giving actual freedom to the slave 
in any event, 

It is settled that the status of a slave under 
our system Is fixed by law, or usage, amount- 
ing to law; and until this is changed by com- 
petent authority, it adheres, no matter what 
change ef circumetances may occur In other 
respects, to the slave. Should the rebellion 
be suppressed to-morrow, the masters of 
those slaves coming within our lines, aud 
helping us, would have a claim to their rendi- 
tion, under the fugitive slave law or the local 


law. 

While, theref c order of the Treasury 
Department for pa®ing these persons for ser- 
vices rendered, and the recommendation of 
the Navy Department that they be permitted 
to travel off, are good as far as they go, they 
éo not affect the vital question at issuc. 

The Secretary of War suggests some. 
thing nesrerto the point, in saying that the 
Government ought to confer freedom on all 
slaves who shall in any military exigency ren- 
der it service. 

But nothing which may be said or done will 
be sufficient for the emergency while the Gov- 
ernment linposes upon iteelf the responsibili- 
ties of the Union with regard to the rebellious 
States. This principle must be repudiated, or 
it is obvious that we are tied hand and > 
Under our constitutional system the individa- 
al States are authorized to control their do- 

estic institutions (including Slavery) in 
their own way. This is the simple truth, and 
cannot be ignored or gainsayed. It is folly to 
look for emancipation by the nation in con- 
travention of the system which 
nation lives and acts. 

Slavery cannot be abolished in a State by 
act of Congress. is ble.

SLAVERY MUST BAVE ABSOLUTE SECURITY. 
Security is the great necessity of slavery ; 
security is what it wants and must have. 
value of property in slaves, like that of any 
other, de upon its tenure. But a secure 
tenure is much more difficult to get for slaves 
than for ordinary property. The latter may 
be tolerably safe under any ci tances, ex-_ 
cept those of the wildest anarchy ; because 
mankind recognize apd respect, 
the natural an ne which is in 
the order of nature incident'to man. The re- 
lation which the universal sense recognizes 
and respects is man and property, severai but 
connected, the one idea excluding the other 
as in the same beipg. Given the idea of man, 
and that of property pertalning to him follows, 
under the inflexible laws governing the asso- 
ciation of ideas.

SLAVE-MASTERS MUST CONTROL THE GOVERN- 
MENT 


It is, therefore, by no means enough for him 
to have present pe sion of Government. 
He must have ft for all time; and of this he 
must have guarantees. It resnite that the 
more he gets the more he wants. He can, of 
course, bever get absolute guarantees, because 
he is In conflict with the Absolute. The moral 
world moves, and Governments move with it, 
snd both move, though irregularly, io the di- 
rection of eternal justice , and hence his insti- 
tution continues more or less in question, in 
spite of all he can do. Thus slaye-bolding in- 
evitably begets an inténse and ewer augment- 
ing list of power, which nothing, can fully ap- 
pease, but which would, if not overcome, ad- 
vanee, step by step, from one seat of authoft- 
ty to another, unt! it covered the whole. con- 
tinent with ite black pall 

The annals of our country abound with il- 
lustrations to enforce this ‘teaching. The 
slaveholders commenced under owr system 
with much more than s moderate degree of 
power. They were uppermost in both Houses 
of Copgress and in the Judiciary. and Exeeca- 
tive Departments. It te true, they might, in 
the Senate, be ultimately overcome; and the 
constantly expanding population of the free 
North might seon neutralize them ia the 
House. Nevertheless, they conid at all times 
choose theirown President. They had votes 
in the Electoral College equal to their entire 
vote in Congress; and, while their unity waa, 
ofcourse, perfect, the North was at all times | 
more or less divided. 
the PresideDicy would compete for the vote of 
the slaveholders, for permission to teke the 
office in trust for them, and use it ander their 


ave enabled 
them, by ge the other Departments 
generally filled with their servitars, to de- 
minate over the conntry. 

This was their original policy. In pursuance 
of it, they elected nearly all our presidents; 
appointed our judiciary ;, carried our congress 
men; admitted Missouri, Arkansas, Florida, 
and Texas ; involved us in the war with Mex. 
ico: passed the fugitive slave law: annulled 
the Miseouri com promise; carried on the war 
against Kansas ead kept that State out of the 
Union for four rears; governed the country, 
in short, entirely in their own way for three- 
fourths of acen ury. Asa part of this ser & 
they subsidized a large number of the public 
men and public press of the North. The | 
Democratic party was their tool as long as | 
they wanted to ure it; and then they broke it 
into pieces and threw it away. 

Their plan of operations was, indeed, most | 
excellent, and in hands as skillfa) as theirs, 
need never hove failed of ite purpose. Bat 
they were pot content with the vast power it 

ave them. Their instincts impelled them to 
ook beyond it to still greater aggrandizement 
and stability. 

THE GREAT CONSPIRACY. 

As early as 1532, it beeame the settled pur- 
pose of Mr. Calhoun and his disciples to or- 
ganize the South into a distinct State. Every 
subecquent movement of the southern lead- 
ers has had reference to this purpose. Inde- 
pendence bas been since then their central 
idea—jndependence in or out of the Union. 
Their first effort after this was to make siave 
States out of all the Territories, and to adniit 
them; and to continue. the acquisition of ter- 
ritory along the southern line for the same 
purpose, with a view to constitute the Senate 
the permanent organ of the South. Accori- 
ingly, the Missouri compromise was annulled ; 
Nebraska divided into two Territories, 80 as to 
form ultimately four States; and the Dred Scott 
opinjon announced, These measures were all 
parts of a conspiracy. The Sapreme Court 
were toadjudge all terrstery of the Union slate 
territory; so that the minions of the South 
might step in, take possession, and send up 
the Senators duly certificated. It never oc- 
curred to them that the Nerth would, in spite 
of their judicial dectee, wrest their posscs- 
sions from them by a superior emigration. 
But it so happened thet Kansas was the key 
to the whele issue, and the North fixed its ere 
upon Kansas, and determined, cost what it 
might, to secure it. The acquisition of Kap- 
sas by an intensely anti-slavery population 
dashed the fine echeme of the slaveholders 
and left them no other resort, if they woul 
have independence, than an attempt to win it 
by war against the Government. And this 
aitempt we have in the present rebellion. 

THE OLI,PISEASE BREAKING OUT ANEW, 


In what been said we may sce two meth- 
eds of teaching—one by reasoning, a 
and the other by inference from history —alike 
inculeating the one lesson, to wit: the folly 
of sthematio to hold Slavery in a subordinate 
position, or to place it where it will be in 
course of ultimate extinction.

It is but a difference of choice among te 
slaveholders as to the kind of mansion they 
will inhabit; whether they will continue to 
dwell in the oid establishment which their 
fathers built and consecrated to Slavery; or, 
abandoning that to the heathen, erect for 
themselves anew edifice, pictured in their 
arid dreams as oneewhich no rude tempest 
shalt aesail. 

The slaveholders of the Union party, more 
practical and leas ive than their seces- 
tion brethren, prefer to tarry in the old place, 

roposing to themselves to convert the latter 
rom the error oftheir way by convincing them 
that secession is a mistake; that Southern in- 
dependence is a delusion fraught with mani- 
fold and terrible woes.
